The world can have peace only 
if it has a strong, practical in­ 
ternational federation of nations, 
Dr. H. Roe Bartle, Kansas City, 
Mo., declared Monday morning at 
a press conference at the Corn- 
husker hotel. 
Dr. Bartle will speak on the 
topic “America At The Cross­ 
roads” before members of the Lin­ 
coln Dinner club Monday eve­ 
ning at 6 :30 at the Cornhusker. 
The banker, attorney and farm­ 
er, said that if a city can have 
its ordinances, a state its statutes 
and a nation its federal laws, so 
also can a federation of nations 
have its laws. 
Under 
such 
an 
international 
federation. Dr. Bartle continued, 
if another Hitler comes along we 
can deal with him before he has 
a chance to plague the world. 
Prev ent Deaths. 
“States do not want to lose their 
sovereignty, but I’m willing to 
lose a lot of things to keep mil­ 
lions of boys from being killed 
in war,” he commented. 
Asked if he thought war with 
Russia was inevitable, Dr. Bartle 
answered this way: 
“Stalin is as much a dictator as 
Hitler ever was. 
I believe that 
q uestion can best be answered six 
months 
after 
Stalin’s 
funeral. 
We’ll just have to wait and see 
what attitude his successor takes.” 
Dr. Bartle, who received his 
doctorate degree in psychology at 
Georgetown university, Washing­ 
ton, D. C., said that as long as 
Russia keeps talking and arguing, 
we still have a chance foi peace. 
“ When Russia quits talking 
and refuses to discuss the pro b­ 
lems o f the wo rld, that Is the 
time to start wo rry ing,” he as­ 
serted. 
Stating that no nation ever wins 
a war, Dr. Bartle, a national youth 
leader, said the only thing Amer­ 
ica won from the last war was the 
right to be the “international q uar­ 
terback.”

(a) all of the records are not available, due to a 
courthouse fire in 1919; (b) there isn’t enough news­ 
print to handle the list, The Omaha World-Herald 
indicates, publication would cost 1195,800, and the 
paper would be so bulky newsboys would stagger 
and fall down under their loads; (c) there is no 
other newspaper in Douglas county qualified to 
publish the namM.

defaulting in Douglas county. If actually, as esti­ 
mated, the lift would embrace 1,200,000 names, then 
the population of tax defaulters up in Douglas 
county, with records depleted by a fir« In 1919, 
less than 30 years sgo, Is only an approximate three 
times the preaent population of the county.

All that Nebraskans living beyond the corpor­ 
ate límite of Douglas county are interested in is 
that the more people there who shirk their per­ 
sonal taxes, the more the honest personal taxpayer 
is punished.

It’s a record of some kind when three perfectly 
good reasons can be found for granting anonymity 
to Douglas county personal tax payers and not a 
aingl* good reason why names shohld be published.

Sweeney 
made a couple of runs and final­ 
ly located a hole in the haze. 
It 
was not wide enough to permit 
clear vision, but Sweeney was 
too low on gas to carry the bomb 
back. 
Besides, he had read in­ 
telligence reports that the second 
bomb must be dropped If the 
Japanese were to be panicked 
into surrender. 
The bombing of 
Hiroshima had given the popula­ 
tion a severe jolt, but he was told 
it would take the second bomb to 
flush out the frantic peace offer. 
So, contrary to his Instructions 
not to drop the bomb unless he 
had'a clear view of the target, 
Sweeney o r d e r e d the bomb 
dropped by radar with only a 
small opening in the clouds for 
visual observation. 


The rest is largely a matter of 
history. 
Nagasaki’s business dis­ 
trict was wiped out— 18,000 build­ 
ings leveled to the ground and 
another 32,000 severely damaged. 
The explosion killed 26,000 people 
and wounded 40,000. 
Ten to 20 
more died daily afterward of ra­ 
dioactivity. 
Meanwhile Pilot Sweeney, with­ 
out gas enough to return to his 
base, made a Ixseline for Okinawa. 
He could not contact the field by 
radio, nor even attract attention 
by dropping flares. So he shot out 
final broadside of flares, low­ 
ered his flaps and came in for an 
emergency landing. Only half the 
runway was clear, and crash cars 
began scooting to meet him from 
all sides. But with the aid of re­ 
versible propellers, he brought the 
plane to a stop in the available 
space. ’There was less than two 
minutes of gas left in the tank. 
Note— Kokura. the town fliat 
escaped the terrible devastation of 
Nagasaki, is situated on the north­ 
ern fringe of Kyushu island, ex­ 
actly midway between Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. By air it Is only 100 
miles northeast of Nagasaki. Ko 
kura has a peacetime population 
of 52,000, is nestled near impor 
tant coal fields. During the war 
It was converted into an impor 
tant industrial center.

tle. 
O b t a i n e d ( ' « o r t I n i o n e t l e n . 
Relativea of Smith obtained a 
District court injunction lying up 
th e money on grounds Bruntlett 
h ad never delivered th e cattle and 
th at th a ch eck waa obtained by 
“fraud.” 
Studer said Bruntlett made th e 
confession wh ile auth orities were 
returning h im late Saturday nigh t 
from Norfolk, Neb., wh ere h a h ad 
been taken to give h im an op­ 
portunity to prove h is story th at 
h e h ad bough t th e cattle th ere. 
Bruntlett, according to th a in­ 
vestigator, related; 
He h ad lost considerable money 
gambling and needed money to 
make a $ 5,000 payment on a Cres­ 
tón, la., farm due Feb. 1.
